Japanese “Twin 
Rate” Very Low 


Kyoto. Japan (AP)—Twins are al­ 
most twice as rare among the Jap­ 
anese as among Occidental races, 
says Dr. Tak,u Komai. professor of 
ethnology at Kyoto Imperial uni­ 
versity. 
His investigations led him 


to this conclusion, and he presented 
it to a recent gathering of scien­ 
tists without attempting an expla­ 
nation. 
Twins occur once in about 150 
births in 
this country, he said, 
whereas in Germany, for example, 
one 
birth in every 
80 
produces 
twins. 
Another point in which the Japa­ 


nese differ from western races, ac­ 
cording to the same authority, is 
that among the Japanese in two 
cases out of three twins will be of 
the same sex. The rule among occi­ 
dentals. he said, is just the opposite, 
that in two cases out of three twins 
will be of opposite sexes.

“Contact” Man Tells Police 
Two Men and Woman 
Have June Robles. 


Cananea, Sonoro, May IO (AP) — 
Betrayed by their “contact" man, 
the kidnappers of .June Robles were 
fleeing through Sonora w ith Mexi­ 
can police at their heels.

I More Families on 
Relief Lists Now 
Than April of ’33 


Washington, May IO (AP).—The 
department of commerce reported 
Wednesday that the number of fam­ 
ilies on relief as of April I was 
larger this year than at the same 
time last year. 
In its monthly survey of current 
business, reporting 
generally im­ 
proved conditions in most sections 
of American business and industry, 
the department noted: 
“Notwithstanding 
the 
progress 
made in recent m onths in absorb­ 
ing into industry a portion of the 
unemployed, the num ber without 
work remains large. 
“The exhaustion of individual re­ 
sources, together with the demobil­ 
ization of the CWA workers, has re­ 
sulted in a substantial increase in 
the number of families on relief as 
of April I is estimated to be larger 
than a year ago.” 
The survey reported substantial 
gains in employment and payrolls 
between the middle of March, with 
79 out of 90 industries studied show­ 
ing improvement in this line.
